frequent allusions in the 
news- 


papers to cases 
or pellagra 
has 


aroused interest in a disease which, 
until very recently, -was regarded as 
extremely rare in the united States, 
Up to the beginning of the present 
year the last recognized case of this 
disease in New England was report-' 
ed forty-five years ago. Within the 
year ,however, there have been sev- 
eral cases in the New England states 
and many in the South.

Tills jvaper has several times, both 


In its editorial and news columns! 
given Information regarding this dis- 
ease which Is becoming of economic 
importance since it threatens to crip- 
ple worklngmen In a large section or 
the country. 
The men who handle 


large businesses are alarmed over Its 
spread, and the people at large are 
Tearsome that its progress may pro- 
duce almost, if not quite, a national 
disaster. 


In view o£ this increased interest,, 


a paper recently read by Dr. Carl L. 
Alsburg before the American Society 
of Tropical Medicine and printed In 


-the 
New York M-ejdical Journal Is

Dr. lAllesburg Is 


connected with the Unite States de-

speaks from the standpoint of the 
agriculturalist.

There has been awidespread belief 
that '.he disease Is due to the eat 
ing of diseased Indian corn, or to 
corn that had been gathered before 
or after grinding. 


"Without discussion as to whether 


corn is or-is not the chief cause of 
the disease ,Dr. Alsburg 
outlines 


the situation in this countrw. lie 
points out that corn is one-fifth the 
food of Tennessee and Georgia moun- 
taineer, and Lbout one-third of that 
of the negro, and in these regions the 
local'product is insufficient for the 
demand. In the corn raising districts 
the rotation of crops prevails, and 
here the aim of the farmer Is to get 
one crop out of the way of the other 
us uickly 
as 
possible. The 
corn, 


therefore, runs the risk of gathering 
before it is fully ripe. The transpor- 
tation is not of consequence in the 
ftorne-raised corn, but

It Is true that New England con- 


sumes much southern corn, but here 
the people generally live under good 
sanitary conditions. 
They are well 


nurtured, the corn -products are but 
a small fraction of their dally diet. 
The reverse is true of those sections 
in the South- where "pellagra is a 
somewhat common disease. ; There 
is an Important - difference

methods of milling, in New England 
much of the southern grain is fed 
to livestock, and the climate for the 
greater part of the year does not 
favor fermentation.
